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CORONATION THEME WILL PREDOMINATE AT 
NEXT WEEK’S BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR

HERE WILL BE well over 2,000 exhibitors at the British 

Industries Fair, which will open in London and at Castle 

Bromwich, Birmingham, on Monday next, and continue 
until Friday, May 8. About 1,200, mainly in heavy industry, will 
show in Birmingham, 752 at Olympia, and 309 at Earls Court 
though this last figure takes no account of the fact that 100 British 
firms are represented in the exhibit of the National Wool Textile 
Export Corporation and the products of many more in the 
display by British Nylon Spinners. ‘The display of small craft 
at Olympia and that of prefabricated buildings at Earls Court 
between them account for 61 exhibitors who have never before 
shown at the London Section of the British Industries Fair. 


This Year’s Visitors 


There are grounds for optimism about the number of people who 
will see this year’s Fair. ‘The number of acceptances from overseas 
buyers invited personally by the Board of Trade is greater, by about 
35 per cent., than last year. The travel agents forecast that London 
will be visited for the Coronation by about 35,000 Canadians and 
Americans alone, and it is reasonable to suppose that some propor- 
tion of them will be here in time for the British Industries Fair 
and will attend. Several organized parties are coming from abroad. 
It has been emphasized in British Industries Fair publicity that the 
Fair aims equally to serve the home buyer, and the organizers 
believe that the many new developments on show this year will 
attract a good number of business men whose concern is with 
buying and selling within the United Kingdom. The general 
public are to be admitted this year to all three sections of the Fair 
every afternoon and all day on Saturday. 

The Coronation theme will be most evident in the textile and 


clothing section, the biggest and most comprehensive for some 
years, and in the jewellery, glassware and pottery displays at 
Olympia. But this motif can also be traced among the toys and 
the fancy goods, and in the Commonwealth section at Earls Court 
whose centrepiece will be the scale model of the Coronation 
procession route. 

Some recent moves towards the liberalization of trade suggest 
that overseas buyers, especially from Western Europe, will suffer 
less this year from the frustration of import restrictions. Certainly 
the majority of exhibitors who have answered a questionnaire on 
the subject believe that their prices this year are more keenly 
competitive and that in many cases delivery delays have now been 
greatly reduced. 


Growth of the B.LF. 


Admitted to be the world’s biggest national trade exhibition, the 
British Industries Fair was first held in 1915, its purpose then being 
to show that British manufacturers could supply many of the goods 
formerly imported from Germany. Perhaps the dominant feature 
of the Fair is still the emphasis on new products and developments, 
which was apparent even in those days. ‘The Fair was first held in 
the old Royal Agricultural Hall at Islington, and in subsequent 
years at the Victoria and Albert Museum, at warehouses in the 
London docks and at the Crystal Palace, until finally it settled at 
Earls Court and Olympia, London’s largest exhibition halls. 

It was extended to Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, in 1920, 
when hardware and heavy industry exhibits were shown in an 
airplane hangar ; the same site is still used, but the display space has 
been progressively extended and now includes an outdoor section, 
three acres in extent. The London sections of the Fair are 
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administered by the Board of Trade ; that at Castle Bromwich by 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. 

Broadly speaking, the London Section caters for the consumer 
commodities, and Castle Bromwich the heavier engineering and 
electrical industries. Between them, the two parts of the Fair display 
the products of more than 80 industries conveniently divided into 
trade groups. 

There will be displayed at Earls Court and Olympia the newest 
British manufactures in textiles and clothing, pottery and glassware, 
toys and fancy goods, jewellery and silverware, printing machinery, 
musical instruments, chemicals, office equipment, scientific and 
photographic apparatus, furniture, foods and beverages, stationery, 
and (two entirely new sections) small craft and prefabricated buildings. 

In addition, more than a score of Commonwealth Governments 
will display at Earls Court their raw materials, manufactured products 
and development potentialities in a special Commonwealth section 
which this year is larger than ever. 

Everything understood to be covered by the term “ hardware,” 
as well as building materials, electrical machinery and appliances 
(including domestic equipment), foundry and steel works machinery, 
locomotives and rolling stock, mining and quarrying plant, road- 
making and other constructional gear, and many other kinds of 
industrial machinery will be found at Castle Bromwich. Some of 
the exhibits will be seen in operation in the outdoor arena. 


Textile and Clothing Display 


Each year, particular industries are invited to make a specially- 
featured display ; the main London attraction next week will be the 
textile and clothing section, and almost the whole ground floor at 
Earls Court will be devoted to the products of more than 200 British 
manufacturers in this field. This textile display will present a 
colourful spectacle, and among its highlights will be fabrics and 
designs particularly appropriate for Coronation Year. These will 
include reproductions of the tapestries to be used in Westminster 
Abbey, and nylon lace in Coronation colours. New developments 
in clothing will be much in evidence, such as flannel trousers which 
grip the waist and are both moth-proof and shower-proof, lace saris 
in bright colourings, and a new shirt cloth reinforced with a nylon 
yarn. 

Prefabricated buildings, an entirely new feature of the Fair, will 
occupy some 40,000 square feet of floor space at Earls Court. Great 
strides have been made in this field in the last three years, during 
which time British manufacturers have been highly successful in 
export markets. The display will include a school unit, a hospital 
ward, and the model of a hangar made for the Comet jet aircraft. 
In addition, of course, there will be single storey and two-floor 
dwelling houses, some of which can be erected in three to eight hours. 

To attract buyers to the British Industries Fair from all parts of 
the world a direct mail campaign has been addressed to 130,000 known 
buyers in sixty countries, and advertisements have appeared in the 
Press of many countries. The advance edition of the catalogue, 
which is in itself a valuable reference guide to British industry, was 
distributed all over the world at the beginning of the year. Other 
publicity media include 400,000 descriptive booklets in nine languages, 
70,000 posters, and 40,000 show cards. Large numbers of colourec 
sticker stamps are being used on correspondence and the General 
Post Office franks millions of letters with the dates of the Fair. As 
part of a special campaign to interest home buyers, 250,000 folders 
are distributed throughout the country. An important editorial 
campaign is conducted for the Fair through the Government’s 
Overseas Information Services. 

Before the war an annual average of 5,000 overseas visitors came to 
the Fair; this figure had risen to 16,000 in 1947-49, and 19,000 in 
1950-51. Last year, at a time when import restrictions were in 
force in a number of United Kingdom best markets, the total was 
about 14,000. The total number of admissions in all three sections 
of the Fair is obviously much greater than these figures, as each 
overseas buyer is registered only on his first arrival. The greatest 
number of visitors from any single country for the past four years has 
been from Australia, which last year sent 1,286 buyers in spite of 
severe import restrictions. As many as 75,000 to 100,000 home 
buyers attend every year. 


Prices and Deliveries 


In many cases exhibitors at the British Industries Fair in 1953 will 
be able to quote keener prices and offer better deliveries than were 
possible last year. With the export drive in a critical phase, they will 
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make every possible appeal to overseas buyers by offering new ideas, 
new methods, new materials. At the same time, increases in produc- 
tivity allied with temporary restrictions in some overseas markets 
will make it possible for many firms to give more attention to the 
needs of their customers at home. 


The British Industries Fair is the trade buyer’s Fair of the year. 
It is not normally a public exhibition, although at Castle Bromwich, 
which has not London’s congestion problem, the public have been 
admitted on payment of an entrance fee. In previous years Olympia 
and Earls Court have been open to buyers only except on two 
“public” days, but for 1953 it has been decided that the public 
should be given a greater opportunity to see the products of British 
industry. The public will, therefore, be admitted every afternoon, 
and all day on Saturday, at a charge of 2s. 6d. to each building. 


There will be a club for the exclusive use of overseas visitors in 
each of the Fair buildings. Each club will have a reception officer, 
refreshments will be available, and letters may be addressed to 
overseas visitors c/o the Overseas Buyers’ Club. Advice on tours 
and holidays will be available, and the Automobile Association will 
provide information on motoring. Other services available at the 
clubs are: shorthand and typewriting, interpreters, international 
and trunk telephones, postal and telegraphic services ; banking 
facilities, British and overseas newspapers and trade journals, informa- 
tion about recreation and entertainment. ‘There will be free services 
of interpreters in all European and some Asiatic languages. 


Optimism in Birmingham 
An industrial correspondent 
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problem during the seller’s market. But with the return to fierce 
international competition has come the need for teams of trained 
salesmen. This need is being met and to-day there are few United 
Kingdom industrialists who would quarrel with the statement that 
the only way to do business is to go out and get it. 

In Birmingham, this healthier climate is welcomed as a return to 
that down-to-earth commercial practice for which the city is justly 
famed. The same can be said of other parts of the country where 
engineering predominates. It is both a remarkable testimony to 
the pulling power of the British Industries Fair and an earnest of 
United Kingdom exporters’ intentions to neglect no sales avenue, 
that those concerned with the most highly developed sales organiza- 
tion continue to take space at the Fair. It may be that the British 
Industries Fair offers peculiar advantages not found at other trade 
fairs. Certainly, the best in British engineering is to be found within 
the walls of the Castle Bromwich exhibition hall. There are those 
firms that frankly acknowledge their indebtedness to the British 
Industries Fair and have, as it were, grown up with it. ‘“ Small” 
men who first came in 20 years ago with 6 ft. by 6 ft. stands are among 
the big exhibitors of to-day. 

The range of goods on show at Birmingham is another factor 
which appeals to exhibitor and buyer alike From the exhibitor’s 
viewpoint it means that his wares may catch the attention of buyers 
primarily, though not exclusively, concerned with other categories 
of goods, while the principal advantage to the buyer is that he can 
cover a wide field in a single trip and with the greatest possible 
economy of time and effort. 

Visiting buyers have frequently commented in the past on the 

helpfulness of Fair officials.

market and is determined not 
only to hold his ground against all comers in those parts of the world 
where he has been selling in the past, but to dig himself into new 
markets at the same time. 

In many fields a year of achievement provides the basis on which to 
build. Sales abroad of machinery and parts, for example, rose last 
year by £59 million to £422 million. ‘The steel supply position, a 
limiting factor in delivery dates a year ago when exhibitors were 
holding a substantial backlog of unfulfilled orders, is now considerably 
easier and record output figures have been commonplace over the 
last few months. Probably the most significant change, however, is 
the re-emergence of the highly specialized sales team, ready to fly 
at a moment’s notice to any part of the world. 

At the end of the war most engineering firms coming back into 
civilian work found themselves with a sorely depleted or non-existent 
sales staff. At first this was of little importance ; the world was 
hungry for goods and production in quantity was the only real 


in the country. 

Special trains will bring visitors daily from London to the Castle 
Bromwich hall itself and catering arrangements, always extensive, 
are to be augmented this year by pressing into service a number of 
railway dining cars on a siding alongside the hall. 


Planning for the B.I.F., 1954 


Industrialists who exhibit at any trade fair find it difficult to assess 
the tangible results of their efforts in terms of actual business done. 
Orders are booked, inquiries are received and later on more business 
may be gained which cannot be attributed definitely to the display 
put on at any particular exhibition but it is nevertheless a result of 
their enterprise ‘The confidence of manufacturers in the British 
Industries Fair is demonstrated by the fact that many of them make 
preliminary bookings for space at the next year’s Fair before the 
current one closes’ It has already been announced that the British 
Industries Fair in 1954 will be held from May 3 to 14. 


United Kingdom Position in European Payments Union 
THE SETTLEMENT for the month of March, in the European 


Payments Union has now taken place. The operation disclosed 
a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £7,511,429 (21,032,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar) which 
reduces the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit with 
E.P.U. to £296,693,928. Of this reduction, £1,348,215 is settled as 
to 70 per cent. by the receipt of gold from the Union and as to 30 per 
cent. by the reduction of the credit previously extended to the United 
Kingdom by the Union and the balance of £6,163,214 as to 50 per 
cent. in gold and 50 per cent. repayment of credit. Accordingly, the 
United Kingdom has received gold amounting to £4,025 000 and has 
repaid credit amounting to £3,486,429. 


The total amount of gold paid by the United Kingdom to the Union 
has thus been reduced to £95,347,143, as follows :—

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United Kingdom Export Policy 


OR the convenience of readers, the principal passages dealing with 
exports which were included in Ministerial speeches made during 
the Budget debate are printed below. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, on April 
Z4 3 

.. . Our balance of payments objectives, which I will take first, still 
stand, Our first objective is that the sterling area as a whole should go 
on being in surplus—or at least in balance—with the rest of the world. 
Our objective in the United Kingdom must continue to be that we 
earn enough not only to cover the cost of our imports and other 
current overseas expenditure but also to meet our capital commitments 
as they arise... 





Overseas Conditions 

Now I turn to exports. Here, it will be said, we face a buyers’ 
market and other difficulties overseas. To that the answer is that in a 
competitive world Britain must be competitive ; we must keep our 
prices down. We have had nothing to complain of recently about the 
cost of imported raw materials ; so we must look to our costs at home. 


The biggest factor in home costs is wages and other incomes. 
Both sides of industry have a responsibility here which I know they 
accept, but the issue is too important to be lightly passed over. We 
still need the continued co-operation of all concerned to see that 
higher wages and higher profit margins do not push up costs and price 
us out of our export markets. 


But some of these markets are difficult, not because of our prices, 
but because other Governments have felt it necessary to impose 
restrictions and other obstacles to trade. We understand the reasons 
for much of this ; indeed, we had to take action of this kind ourselves. 
To break out from these restrictions needs a great international effort. 
That is why the Commonwealth Economic Conference laid so much 
stress on a practical and international approach to freer trade and 
currencies. ‘That is why Her Majesty’s Ministers have put so much 
time and labour and drive into our external commercial and financial 
policy. 


To this end the Foreign Secretary and I opened discussions with 
the United States Administration and with O.E.E.C. last month, and 
at the meeting of O.E.E.C. we announced measures to liberalize a 
further portion of our trade with Europe ... Our drive will continue 
to be directed towards the freeing of trade as far as possible from re- 
strictions, and when circumstances are right attaining the convertibility 
of sterling. But there are clearly difficulties in the way of attaining all 
our aims quickly. An international effort on this scale must take time 
to mature, In the United States the new Administration is setting 
about the problem, but they must have time... 


Each time that I have discussed with the leaders of industry how 
best to help developing companies and exporters, they have said, 
“You must relieve the general burden of taxation which falls upon us. 
Artificial devices are of little value.” Schemes of export subsidies are 
generally rejected as unfair. I have asked those who speak for industry 
and commerce whether our banking and financial system provides 
adequate finance for our exporters. On the whole, I believe that it 
does, and that if there is a problem here it is rather one of making 
more widely known the financial facilities that already exist. . . 


The Economic Secretary to the Treasury, Mr. R. Maudling, 
on April 16 :— 

... There are two other ways in which Budgetary policy can 
stimulate exports. The first is by the provision of artificial tax 
incentives to exports and by discriminatory taxes in regard to exports. 
‘That is a method practised by a number of European countries and it 
has been suggested that Her Majesty’s Government should go in 
for the same policy. The opinion of Her Majesty’s Government is 
that it would start a race in this type of incentive to export by artificial 
stimulus that would do nobody any good but would strain the whole 
economy of the world in the long run. We have decided to try to 
restrict the use of these artificial devices in Europe. 

The main way in which the Budget helps to stimulate exports is by 
stimulating the expansion, re-equipment and modernization of 
British industry... 





The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
on April 20 :— 


. .. As Members have said, I agree that in the field of exports we 
have faced very considerable difficulties. If our earnings were up, 
our export volume last year fell by 6 per cent. But let it be remembered 
that we were confronted by two factors for the first time in this 
post-war era. In the first place, we had to undertake an enormous 
switch from sterling to non-sterling markets. Exports to sterling 
countries fell by £60 million, while exports to non-sterling countries 
rose by £30 million, That vast operation, an essential factor of our 
balance of payments position, reflected immense credit on the flexi- 
bility and resilience of British industry. 

Secondly, we were for the first time facing world-wide competition 
on a buyers’ market. We might have done much worse ; we must do 
a great deal better. The most satisfactory factor in the export field 
was the fact that our exports to the United States reached a record 
figure of 400 million dollars, or over 6 per cent. above 1951. Clearly 
an important part of any solution to the dollar problem, which is an 
American as well as a British problem, must rest on an expansion of 
exports to the American market .. . 

We must continue all our efforts to maintain and improve our 
competitive ability. . . 

. . . There is one matter on which I should like to comment, the 
question which has been raised by many Members about the use of 
the credit terms which our exporters are allowed to quote in foreign 
markets. We have recently reviewed exchange control policy in 
order to ensure, subject to balance of payments considerations, that 
there are no unnecessary obstacles to exports. As the result of this 
review, exporters can be assured that they will be given greater free- 
dom of granting credit terms which they wish to offer to overseas 
buyers. In so doing, exporters will naturally have regard not only to 
the needs of the situation but to the financial facilities available to 
them. Exporters will, of course, continue to apply for the necessary 
permission, but they can rest assured that we intend to speed up the 
processes of control so as to give them decisions as rapidly as possible. 

The greatest help to industry will be provided by this Budget. An 
industry which is overburdened with tax, which is starved of the 
sources of risk capital and which lacks incentive is a liability and not an 
asset. It is unable to compete abroad and clamours for protection 
here at home. That is not our conception of the role of industry. We 
wish to cast it for a more tough and more adventurous part. 

If industry wishes to survive it can only be upon a basis of working 
harder, producing cheaper, providing goods of better quality, prac- 
tising the sometimes forgotten art of salesmanship, and expanding 
old markets abroad while producing new goods for new markets. . . 


Packaging for U.S. Defence Orders 


HE Federation of British Industries has agreed to act as the British 

clearing house for inquiries concerning packaging materials for 
United States defence orders being placed in Western European 
countries. 

Ata meeting of representatives of various branches of the packaging 
industry convened by the Institute of Packaging and held at the United 
States Embassy in London in December 1952, a steering committee 
was appointed to make recommendations about the composition of a 
national liaison committee in the United Kingdom. ‘This would be 
similar to committees already set up in Europe to arrange for the 
supply of certain specialized packaging materials for United States 
off-shore defence orders. 

The steering committee unanimously decided to recommend that 
the Federation of British Industries should be invited to act as a 
clearing house for service packaging queries, which emanate either 
from the office of the Mutual Security Agency in Paris or the Defence 
Packaging Committees, already set up in Western Europe by the 
M.S.A. 

The United Kingdom clearing house will be concerned with 
information required in Western Europe about standards and 
specifications, quality-control, ‘“‘ know-how” and the supply of 
packaging materials made to Anglo-American standards, which are 
not at the moment available in Europe.

Supply and Distribution of 
Steel Plate 


N THE House of Commons on Monday, the Minister of Supply, 

Mr. Duncan Sandys, was asked in view of the shortage of steel plate, 
what steps were being taken to increase production and to ensure the 
better distribution of available supplies. ' 

Mr. Sandys replied that the steel industry had for some time been 
taking active steps to increase the supplies of steel plate. Whereas a 
year ago production was running at the rate of just over 40,000 tons a 
week, it had now risen to nearly 47,000 tons. It was expected that 
production in 1953 would be over 2-4 million tons, nearly 200,000 
tons more than last year, and it was hoped to increase output by a 
further 100,000 tons or more during 1954 and 1955. 

He was assured that this was the utmost that could be obtained from 
existing rolling mills. Any further substantial increase in output 
could be secured only by the provision of additional rolling capacity. 

He had recently approved a scheme for the extension and moder- 
nization of a plate-rolling mill on the north-east coast which would 
produce an extra 100,000 tons a year. This should come into opera- 
tion in 1956. Plans for other expansions were being made, but these 
could not become effective before 1957. 

In addition, there was the possibility of importing more steel plate 
from abroad. Whilst the shortage of plate was not confined to the 
United Kingdom, it should be practicable to obtain somewhat in- 
creased supplies from certain countries. 

Nevertheless, there was still likely to be a marginal shortage of steel 
plate for some time to come. He had therefore recently discussed 
with the steel industry what action could be taken to mitigate the 
effects of this shortage and to ensure the best use of available supplies. 

As a result, it had been decided to introduce a steel-plate distribu- 
tion scheme, to be operated on voluntary lines by the industry itself 
with guidance from the Government. 

An Interdepartmental Committee composed of officials of the 
Government departments principally concerned had been set up. 
Its task would be to keep under review the needs of the plate-using 
industries and to consider any adjustments in the pattern of pro- 
duction and deliveries which might be desirable. 

Mr. Robert Marshall, a director of Colvilles and a member of the 
Iron and Steel Corporation, had been good enough to accept an in- 
vitation to act as Technical Adviser to the Committee and generally to 
assist in the operation of the scheme. 

On their side, the steel industry had appointed a group of plate- 
makers to act as a clearing house for consumers’ requirements ; and 
they had assured Mr. Sandys that they would, to the fullest extent 
practicable, take all necessary action to comply with any requests 
made by the Interdepartmental Committee. 

He trusted that these arrangements would ensure improved dis- 
tribution and that they would be of benefit to the shipbuilding and 
other important plate-using industries. 


Exports of Metal Goods 


THE Board of Trade have issued Open General Licences in respect 
of copper and iron and steel goods specified in Group 6 (2) of 
the First Schedule to the Export of Goods (Control) (Consolidation) 
Order, 1953, exported to any destination other than China, Hong 
Kong, Macao or Tibet as follows :— 
Copper goods provided that the value exceeds the value of the 
copper or copper alloy content therein, calculated at the rate of 
£380 per ton for copper and £250 per ton for alloys mainly of 
copper. 
Iron and steel goods provided that the value exceeds the value of 
iron or steel content therein, calculated at the rate of £30 per ton. 
These licences revoke the previous licences for these goods in which 
the values were calculated at the rate of £430 per ton for copper, 
£350 per ton for alloys mainly of copper and £40 per ton for iron and 
steel, and will come into effect on April 27.

Goods Sent to United Kingdom 
from Abroad for Repair 


Goops sent to the United Kingdom for repair and immediate 

return to the senders abroad are in general specially exempted from 
United Kingdom import licensing requirements and customs duties, 
provided the facts are declared by the United Kingdom importer to the 
Customs Officers. Senders can assist the United Kingdom importer 
to avoid delays in clearing the goods through the Customs, if they will 
give him advance notice of the despatch of the goods, together with a 
full description of the articles and the reason why they are being sent 
to him ; in this way the relevant facts can be brought to the notice of 
the United Kingdom Customs immediately the goods arrive, and the 
importer is able to establish his claim to special exemption without 
delay. 

If the goods which are being sent for repair were originally supplied 
from the United Kingdom, it will also help in Customs clearance if 
the senders will supply to the importer particulars (e.g. invoice 
references) of the original exportation from the United Kingdom, 

If the goods are sent by post, the label or wrapper of the parcel 
should be clearly marked ‘“‘Goods for repair and return’”’ or ‘‘United 
Kingdom Goods for repair and return’”’ as appropriate. 


Conference on Industrial Salvage

Revocation of Bristle Control Orders 


THE Minister of Materials has made an Order, The Control of 
Bristles (Revocation) Order, 1953, which came into force on April 20, 
1953, and which revokes the Control of Bristles (Nos. 1 and 2) Orders, 
1942 (S.R. & O. 1952, Nos. 243 and 1254). 

The effect of the Order is that any person will be free to trade in 
bristles within the United Kingdom or to use them for any purpose 
without requiring a licence. Imports and exports of bristles will still 
be subject to licence.

(by post 34d.). 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT March 17,1953, the official index figure*, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 140, compared with 139 at 
February 17. 

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 
in the prices of vegetables and coal.

Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended April 4, which included Good Friday, was 14-94 million Ibs., 
compared with 18-45 million Ibs. during the previous week and 
15-28 million Ibs. in the corresponding week of 1952. 
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Imports Higher in First Quarter of 1953 


PORTS were higher in March, the recorded value being 
285-7 million against a monthly rate of £266-4 million in January 

to February and £263-3 million in the second half of last year. 
‘The average for the first quarter of 1953 was {272-4 million. Since 
import prices have been running at a significantly lower level than the 
average of the previous six months it is to be expected that the volume 
index for the quarter will show a greater rise, compared with the

eecond half of 1952, than the 3 per cent. increase in the value of 
imports. The out-turn for the first quarter of the year therefore 
confirms the expectation that the revival of trade and production 
eo far achieved, with its increased demand on materials, would lead 
to some increase in imports. ‘The value of imports during the quarter 
was still 17 per cent. lower than in the same period last year. 

The value of United Kingdom exports in March was {212-9 
million, 3 per cent, above the monthly rate of £206:3 million in 


January to February and nearly equal to the average in the fourth 
quarter of 1952. In the first quarter of 1953 as a whole exports 
were at the rate of £208-5 million a month, 2 per cent. below that 
in the previous quarter. Export prices appear to have weakened 
slightly, but as yet no marked change has been recorded from the 
price level in the previous quarter. Although volume index numbers 
are not yet available it appears likely that the volume of exports in 
the first quarter was very little less than in the fourth quarter of 
last year. 

Re-exports in March totalled £10-9 million, making the monthly 
rate for the first quarter £10-0 million compared with £9°8 million in 
the previous six months. The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over 
exports and re-exports, valued f.o.b., was therefore £62:0 million in 
March and the average for the quarter £53-9 million against £50-1 
million in the second half of 1952. 

Details of the area pattern of United Kingdom trade in March are 
not yet available, but estimates have been made of the division of 
imports and exports between sterling and non-sterling countries. 
Compared with January and February both imports and exports in 
March increased rather more for the non-sterling area than for the 
sterling area. For the first quarter as a whole, however, exports to 
the sterling area were about the same as in the fourth quarter of 
1952, but those to the non-sterling area fell by about 4 per cent. 
This development was balanced on the import side, where the whole 
of the increase in the first quarter compared with the previous six 
months was in arrivals from the sterling area. ‘The value of these 
increased by about 8 per cent. while non-sterling imports were 
virtually unchanged. 

Among the main categories of exports, the only one to show an 
increase in the first quarter of 1953 compared with the fourth quarter 
of 1952 was raw materials, which was up by 3 per cent. This was 
due to larger exports of coal, raw wool, and exceptional shipments of 
vegetable oils. Exports of food, drink and tobacco were less than

in the previous quarter by 10 per cent. partly because the figures for 
the fourth quarter of 1952 were affected by exceptionally heavy 
shipments of barley, and partly because of lower exports of mis- 
cellaneous foodstuffs, especially refined sugar. Exports of manu- 
factures in the first quarter of 1953 showed a decrease compared with 
the previous quarter of about £2 million or 1 per cent., shared about 
equally between the iron and steel group and machinery. 

The increase in the rate of imports in the first quarter of 1953 
compared with the second half of 1952 was divided between food, 
drink and tobacco and raw materials. Imports of food in the first 
quarter were substantially higher than in the previous half-year, es- 
pecially meat, dairy produce, fresh fruit and vegetables, and raw 
cocoa. ‘Tobacco imports were down, but total imports of food, 
drink and tobacco were over £8 million a month or 9 per cent. higher 
than in the second half of 1952. The corresponding increase in 
imports of raw materials was over £7 million or 7 per cent. This 
increase was in imports of textile materials all of which were sub- 
stantially higher in January to March than in the previous six months; 
imports of raw and waste wool and rags in particular were 74 per 
cent. higher. Imports of hides and skins and miscellaneous material 
also increased in the first quarter but the remaining groups of materials 
all showed decreases compared with the second half of 1952. lmports 
of manufactures were less by more than £7 million a month, or 11 per 
cent., the main decreases being in arrivals of metals and cotton 
textiles. 


Details of Exports 


As already pointed out, there was little change in United Kingdom 
exports in the first quarter, the monthly average of £208 million 
being some £5 million or 2 per cent. less than the figures achieved in 
the recovery in the fourth quarter of last year. The reductions

which occurred were small and confined to a few commodities— 
malting barley, refined sugar, iron and steel and manufactures, and 
machinery being the main ones; for the most part there was 
remarkably little change in the value of export groups between the 
two quarters. 


Exports of Engineering Products 


Exports of engineering products in the first quarter totalled nearly 
£83 million a month, £1 million less than in the fourth quarter of 
last year. The reduction was in shipments of machinery which 
declined to £34 million a month ; shipments of vehicles (excluding 
tyres and tubes) were almost unchanged at £35 million, and so were 
electrical goods and apparatus, at £9 million, and cutlery, hardware, 
implements and instruments at nearly £5 million. 

There was a recovery in the first quarter in certain sections of 
exports of vehicles, but this was offset by reductions in other parts 
of the group. Among the products of the motor industry, which 
together accounted for over half of the total value of exports of 
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vehicles, there was an increase of about a tenth in the number of 
cars and chassis exported and the number of agricultural tractors 
probably increased by a similar proportion (figures for last year are 
not completely comparable) but the number of commercial vehicles 
and chassis declined by 3 per cent. Exports of aircraft and parts 
increased in value by 16 per cent. to £4-6 million a month and 
accounted for about one-eighth of the total value of exports of vehicles 
and the value of motor cycles ete., at £663,000 2 month, represented 
an increase of 42 per cent. in the number shipped. Against these 
increases, the value of exports of new steam and motor vessels, after 
the improvement in the fourth quarter, fell 14 per cent. to £2-7 
million a month, the value of railway rolling stock decreased 8 per 
cent. to £3-3 million, and the value of pedal cycles decreased 26 per 
cent. to £1-5 million. 

In exports of machinery, most of the reduction of £1 million a 
month was accounted for in almost equal parts by textile machinery 
and prime movers (not electrical) ; the value of these two types of 
machinery together amounted to a fifth of the total value of machinery 
exports. As the table on page 842 shows, there were only small 
absolute changes in the value of the other types of machinery although 
the reductions in agricultural machinery, printing, bookbinding etc. 
machinery and sewing machines were all more than 10 per cent. ‘The 
only increase among the main types of machinery was in metal working 
machine tools which increased in value by 6 per cent. in the first 
quarter compared with the previous quarter. The largest single 
group—electrical machinery—was almost unchanged in value at 
£5 million a month. 

The total value of exports of electrical goods and apparatus in the 
first quarter at £9 million a month, showed little change but there 
were small increases in each of the three main items in the group— 
electric wires and cables (£2-9 million a month), telegraph and 
telephone equipment ({1-6 million) and transmitters, radar equip- 
ment etc. (£0°8 million). 


Exports of Textiles 


Exports of textiles in the first quarteraveraged {30-6 million amonth, 
only a little more than the average of nearly £30-5 million in the fourth 
quarter of last year. ‘There were also only slight changes in the pattern 
of goods shipped. ‘The value of cotton goods decreased 3 per cent. 
between the two quarters to just under £11 million a month, reflecting 
a reduction of 6 per cent., to 173 million square yards, in the quantity 
of woven piece-goods. Shipments of wool goods increased in value 
by 5 per cent. to just over {11 million per month, higher prices being 
partly responsible for this increase. A table showing the principal 
markets for exports of wool goods, which apvears on page 843 with 
the usual table of markets for cotton piece-goods, reveals that the two 
largest are the dollar markets, Canada and the United States, and that 
the majority of the larger markets are non-sterling. Figures for the 
currency area pattern of exports in the first quarter are not yet available, 
but in 1952, 70 per cent. of exports of wool goods went to non-sterling 
countries. This is in direct contrast to exports of cotton goods, 70 per 
cent. of which, in 1952, went to the sterling area. There was little 
change in the value of exports of the smaller groups of textiles, silk 
and artificial silk goods accounting for £3-3 million a month, goods of 
other textile materials {2-6 million and apparel £2-7 million. 


Exports of Metals 


Exports of metals and manufactures in the first quarter amounted 
to £24 million a month, about £1 million or 4 per cent. less than in 
the fourth quarter. The whole of the reduction was in iron and steel 
and manufactures which decreased 5 per cent. to £17 million a month 
from the high fourth quarter figures. The quantity of steel (crude, 
semi-finished and finished) decreased 6 per cent. to 157,000 tons a 
month. Among exports of non-ferrous metals and manufactures, the 
value of which averaged over £7 million a month, the quantity of 
copper (and manufactures), reflecting more plentiful supplies, increased 
47 per cent., aluminium increased 12 per cent., and shipments of 
tin were maintained but brass was as much as 21 per cent. less than 
the quantities exported in the fourth quarter. 


Exports of Other Manufactures 

There was also little change in the first quarter in exports of other 
manufactures, either in total value (£41-5 million a month) or in the 
value of individual groups. ‘There were signs of a limited recovery in 
exports of chemicals, drugs, dyestuffs, etc. ({10-5 million a month) but 
this was confined to the two smallest sections of the group, dyes and 
dye-stuffs etc. which increased 31 per cent. to £633,000 a month 
compared with the previous quarter, and paints and colours which 
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were 3 per cent. higher at £1°4 million a month ; the main parts of 
the group—drugs, medicines, etc. (£2°5 million a month) and general 
chemical manufactures ({6-0 million)—showed little change. The 
expansion continued in exports of refined petroleum, the value in- 
creasing 5 per cent. to £5-7 million a month, but exports of pottery, 
glass, abrasives, etc. ({4-7 million) were still tending to decline and 
both paper and board (£2-5 million) and miscellaneous manufactures 
(£11-5 million) were barely maintained. Footwear (£913,000) and 
leather, etc. (£1:2 million) both decreased slightly after the recovery 
in the fourth quarter last year. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in the first quarter 
to a little over £12 million a month, £1-4 million or 10 per cent. less 
than in the previous quarter. Over half of the reduction was 
accounted for by the end of the exceptional shipments of barley in 
the latter part of 1952 ; the remainder was in exports of miscellaneous 
foodstuffs the chief item of which, refined sugar, fell by £305,000 
a month, partly on account of lower prices. The other two main 
exports of food, drink and tobacco—cigarettes and whisky—showed 
only small changes compared with the fourth quarter. 

The value of raw materials exports increased in the first quarter 
averaged £10°5 million a month, a small increase over the fourth 
quarter. Coal shipments excluding bunkers at 1,109,000 tons a 
month (value £5-2 million) increased a little over the fourth quarter 
but were not up to the high third quarter level last year. Exports 
of wool (raw, waste and rags), partly owing to higher prices, averaged 
£2°3 million a month, 11 per cent, more than in the fourth quarter. 


Re-exports 

Re-exports in the first quarter, at £10-0 million a month, increased 
from the fourth quarter average of £9°4 million; they almost 
regained the level at which they stood in the second and third quarter 
of last year following the exceptional shipments of rubber and tin 
in the first quarter. Re-exports of raw wool (sheep’s and lambs’) 
increased by £559,000 a month to £1-6 million and rubber, despite 
a further decline in prices, increased by £330,000 a month to £2:-0 
million but raw furskins (other than rabbit) decreased slightly to 
£1-5 million a month and non-ferrous metals and manufactures were 
about a third lower at £568,000 a month. Re-exports of tea, cocoa, 
wine, etc., were unchanged at {1:2 million a month ; the rapid growth 
in the re-export trade in tea is well illustrated by comparison with the 
first quarter a year ago, when the value of shipments was £272,000 
a month compared with £674,000 in the first quarter this year. 


Exports to North America 

Exports to North America in the first quarter, provisionally valued 
at £241 million a month, were 6 per cent. less than in the fourth 
quarter last year. Nevertheless the total for these two quarters 
together was only a little less than the very high level reached in the 
middle two quarters of 1951. Most of the reduction in the first

quarter this year was in shipments to Canada which averaged {11-3 
million a month compared with £12-6 million in the fourth quarter 
but in the March they had recovered to £12:3 million. Exports to 
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the United States in the first quarter, at £12°8 million a month, were 
only slightly less than in the previous quarter. 

A considerable range of goods was affected in the decline in exports 
to Canada in the first quarter ; these included metals, machinery, 
chemicals, etc., whisky and miscellaneous foodstuffs. In the case of 
wool goods and vehicles, however, there were appreciable increases 
bringing the monthly total for each up to some £2 million. The 
small reduction in exports to the United States was the result mainly 
of a 20 per cent. decline in textiles and clothing to just over £2 million 
a month ; exports of vehicles, which also exceeded £2 million a 
month, were well maintained and there was a further increase, to 
£934,000 a month, in shipments of machinery. 


Details of Imports 


Compared with the second half of 1952 the value of imports in the 
first quarter increased by just over £9 million a month or 4 per cent., 
substantial increases in imports of food, drink and tobacco and raw 
materials being largely offset by a decrease in imports of manufactures.

Imports of food 

The chief increase in food imports was for fresh fruit and vegetables, 
the total of which was up by £3-6 million a month, or 63 per cent., 
in January to March compared with the previous six months. Nearly 
a third of this rise was due to seasonally heavy arrivals of oranges. A 
large increase in the value of tomatoes, mainly seasonal supplies from 
the Canary Islands, was mostly because of higher price. ‘There were 
also heavier arrivals of pears (mainly from South Africa), grapefruit, 
nuts, and green vegetables. Meat imports in the first quarter were

£3 million a month more than in the previous half-year, accounted 
for by greatly increased supplies of Argentine beef and Australian 
mutton and lamb. There was some reduction in imports of canned 
bacon and hams offset by an increase in imports of bacon. Cheese 
imports from Australia and New Zealand were heavier in the first 
three months of 1953 than in the previous six months, and this 
accounted for over a third of the increase in the value of dairy produce 
of £3 million a month ; the remainder of this increase was mainly 
due to more shell eggs from Denmark and Ireland and large supplies 
of milk powder. The increase of over £3 million a month in imports 
of beverages between the second half of 1952 and the first quarter of

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Imports Higher in First Quarter of 1953—(Continued) 


1953 was almost all due to seasonally heavy arrivals of raw cocoa 
which were much the same as in the first quarter of 1952. An increase 
in imports of coffee was largely offset by decreases in imports of tea and 
spirits. A decrease of over {£2 million a month in imports of mis- 
cellaneous foods in the first quarter of 1953 compared with the previous 
six months was partly due to lower imports of sugar, mainly unrefined 
sugar from Cuba and the Dominican Republic and to lower imports 
of canned fish. Imports of grain and flour were at a slightly lower 
rate in January to March than in the previous six months, an increase 
in wheat and maize imports from the United States being offset by a 
decrease in arrivals of Canadian wheat. Imports of tobacco, which 
were at a low level during the whole of 1952, were reduced still further 
in the first quarter of 1953 ; the quantity imported was smaller than 
in the corresponding quarter of any year since the end of the war. 


Imports of Raw Materials 


The whole of the increase of over £7 million a month in imports of 
raw materials in the first quarter of 1953 compared with the second 
half of 1952 may be accounted for by an increase in imports of raw 
wool, mainly from Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. The 
total of this group was higher than the rate in the previous six months 
by nearly £11 million or nearly 75 per cent., while the quantity was 
greater than in any previous quarter since the end of the war. Imports 
of raw cotton etc., were again higher in March, and the total for the 
first quarter was £9 million (18 per cent.) above the rate for the 
previous half-year. Because of lower prices the quantity of raw 
cotton arriving in the first quarter was 58 per cent. greater than the

unusually low average in the second half of 1952. ‘The monthly rate 
of imports of raw jute was also over £1 million higher in the first 
a all from Pakistan ; here again prices have gone down so 

t the seasonal increase in quantity was greater than that in value, 
and the total quantity was nearly double the rate in the first half of 
1952. The other large increases among the main groups of raw 
materials were in hides and skins ({1 million, mainly Argentine cattle 
hides) and in miscellaneous materials (nearly £1 million). The 
principal components in the latter increase were bristles, mineral 
phosphates of lime, and raw hair. 


Most of the remaining groups of imports registered decreases in 
the first quarter of 1953 compared with the average in the previous 
half-year. Metals particularly were down, iron ore and scrap by 
nearly £1 million a month and non-ferrous ores and scrap by over 
£2 million a month, shared between tin, tungsten and zinc ores and 
concentrates. The decrease in imports of wood and timber in the 
first quarter was all due to a heavy decline in arrivals of pit-props, the 

tity of which was less than 15 per cent. of the average in 
previous half-year, the major reductions being in imports from 
Finland and Canada. Although the decrease in the value of imports 
of raw rubber between the two periods was only at the rate of 7 per 
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cent. the price was lower and the total quantity of rubber imports 
declined by only 4 per cent. 


Imports of Manufactures 


The decrease in the first quarter of 1953 compared with the second 
half of 1952 in imports of manufactures was attributable to consider- 
able reductions in arrivals of metals, both ferrous and non-ferrous, 
and textiles and clothing. The reduction in imports of pig-iron, 
ferro-alloys and semi-finished steel reflects improved domestic 
production, but imports of steel plates and sheets, which are not yet 
in plentiful supply, were at a slightly higher rate than in the previous 
six months. The reduction in imports of non-ferrous metals was

shared between copper, other than electrolytic copper, aluminium 
and zinc. Nearly all the decrease in imports of textiles in the first 
puarter compared with the rate in the previous six months was in 
cotton piece-goods, mainly grey cloth from Japan and Western 
Europe ; there was also a fall in imports of linen and jute manu- 
factures, but small increases in imports of goods made of wool and 
artificial silk. ‘The only substantial increase in the rate of imports 
in the first quarter compared with the previous half-year was in 
arrivals of chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours, amounting altogether 
to about {1 million a month, chiefly from France and South Africa. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on April 22* and further analysis of the figures will be 
found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas Trade 
for Mayt due to be published on or about May 18. 

The table on page 841 shows summary figures for imports 
and United Kingdom exports while the tables on pages 842-843 give 
figures of some of the more important commodities of our trade both 
by value and by quantity. 


Note :—All figures are for imports and exports as recorded in the Trade 
Accounts. ‘They differ from the figures entering into our Balance of Pay- 
ments account mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include 
insurance and freight paid to United Kingdom residents ; there are also 
significant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets of 
figures. The excess of recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports is 
not therefore the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of Payments nor 
does it show the influence of invisibles.

The seventh edition of ‘Ports of the World,” published by The 
Shipping World Ltd., Effingham House, Arundel Street, London, 
W.C.2., price 80s. net., incorporates a large volume of corrections and 
new material and, the publishers state, represents an advance on 
previous editions. The volume contains full port information, 
including details of imports and exports, accommodation for ships, 
charges,pilotage and officials. Allsections have been revised and expanded 
especially those dealing with North America, Europe and the United 
Kingdom. Many new ports increasingly used by shipping are now 
included for the first time and a number of smaller ports have been 
added to the European section, bringing the total of ports now listed 
to over 1,800. 
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HE import price index for March, at 91 (average for 1952 = 100) 
was unchanged, but as the export price index, 97, was one point 
lower than in February, the index of the terms of trade, which is 
the ratio of import prices to export prices, rose by one point. A 
decline of one point in the price index for metals and engineering 
products was largely responsible for the lower export index. Among 
imports, an increase of one point in the index for food, drink and 
tobacco, bringing it back to the November—January figure of 97, was 
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Import and Export Price Index Numbers 


offset by lower figures in the other two main classes. 

The index numbers are weighted according to the pattern of trade 
in 1952 and are designed to measure short term price movements. 
Monthly index numbers for 1951, weighted by 1952 trade, are given 
for the first time in the table below ; the movement shown by these 
figures differs little from that shown by the index numbers for 1951, 
weighted by 1951 trade, which last appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on January 24, 1953.

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Changes in Rates of Purchase Tax 


HE CHANGES in the rates of Purchase Tax announced by the 

Chancellor of the Exchequer in his Budget Speech are explained 
in detail in Customs and Ex¢ise Notice No. 78F. The changes and 
exemptions took effect on April 15 and copies of the Notice were 
posted at once to all traders régistered under the Purchase Tax. 


The Notice reads as follows :— 


By Resolution of the Hotise of Commons, with effect from April 15, 
1953, the following alterations to the Purchase Tax are to be made :— 
(i) the 100 per cent. rate is to be reduced to 75 per cent., the 664 
per cent. rate is to be reduced to 50 per cent., the 334 per cent. 

rate is to be reduced to 25 per cent. 

(ii) the classes of goods specified in heavy type in Appendix A 
below are to be exempted from tax or eharged at the rate shown, 
and 

(iii) the provision referred to in Appendix B below is to be abolished. 
Except for the classes of goods specified in the Appendices, all articles 
which were chargeable at 100 per cent. immediately before the 
Budget will become chargeable at 75 per cent., those which were 
chargeable at 66$ per cent. will become chargeable at 50 per cent., 
and those which were chargeable at 334 per cent. will become 
chargeable at 25 per cent. Goods which were already chargeable at 
25 per cent. or 50 per cent. before the Budget remain chargeable at 
those rates and are not affected by the alterations. 

The alterations apply to goods which are delivered on sale, or 
appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, by a registered 
manufacturer or wholesaler on or after April 15, 1953, and to goods 
which are imported and entered with the Customs, or which are 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption, on or 
after that date. In the case of sales by registered to unregistered 
persons, the alterations apply to goods actually despatched on or 
after April 15, irrespective of the date when the contract of sale was 
made or the goods were invoiced. 

Goods delivered before April 15 by a registered person under a 
taxable sale (e.g. to his unregistered customers) and goods appropriated 
before that date by a registered person to retail trade or other taxable 
purposes (e.g. office use or hire purchase) are not affected by the tax 
alterations. Retailers are, of course, free to dispose of their existing 
stocks at a price to cover such tax as the goods have borne. 

It is not open to registered persons to take back goods which they 
have gold to their unregistered customers, or appropriated to their own 
retail branches, and claim credit for the tax in respect of them with a 
view to their re-delivery at a lower rate or tax-free. 


Appendix A 
I. Goods to be Exempted from Tax 


(a) Batteries and accumulators suitable for use with wireless 
receiving sets of the domestic or portable type. 

These have been chargeable at 334 per cent. under Group 18 (b) of the 
Tax Schedule. 

(b) Musical instruments, being keyboard instruments (except the 
types designed to be carried when played) and parts thereof 
and accessories thereto. 

This provision relates to instruments such as pianofortes and spinets 
which have been chargeable at 334 per cent. under Group 19 (a) (iv) of 
the Tax Schedule, and to player piano records which have been chargeable 
at 66§ per cent. under Group 19 (b) (i). 


(c) Vehicles of a type approved by the Commissioner of Police 
of the Metropolis as conforming to the conditions of fitness 
for the time being laid down by him for the purpose of the 
London Cab Order, 1934. 

This prévision relates to the London-type taxi-cab which has been 
chargeable at 66§ per cent. under Group 35 (a) (i). It applies to vehicles 
of this type whether delivered for use in London or elsewhere. A manu- 
facturer claiming the benefit of this exemption must have evidence that the 
model in question has been approved by the Commissioner of the Metro- 
politan Police. 

(d) Electrically propelled goods vehicles. 


These are being excepted from the charge on road vehicle chassis under 
Group 35 (d). 


II. Goods to be Charged at 25 per cent. 


(a) Umbrellas and Sunshades. 
This provision relates to articles which have been chargeable at 66$ per 
cent. under Group 21 (a) of the Tax Schedule. Umbrellas and sunshades 
matie partly of precio&fis metal or of certain precious materials (e.g. ivory)

continue to be chargeable under Groups 27 and 28 respectively, at the new 
rate of 75 per cent. 

(b) Mechanically propelled tricycles, being road vehicles of 
not more than 8 cwt. unladen weight, constructed or 
adapted solely or mainly for the carriage of passengers. 

These have been chargeable at 66% per cent. under Group 35 (b) (i). 
The exemption for invalid carriages is not affected. 


Appendix B 
Provision Abolished 


The provision (Group 29 (a) of the Tax Schedule) imposing the highest 
rate of tax on the following goods is to be abolished :— 

Fancy or ornamental articles suitable for personal or domestic 
use, and of a kind produced in quantity for general sale, which 
consist of or incorporate figures, or are decorated by hand- 
painting, or are miniatures of or otherwise imitate other 
articles. 

An article which has been chargeable at 100 per cent. under this provision 
will be chargeable at the new rate of 50 per cent. under Group 29 (b) unless 
it is within the scope of another Group when it will be dealt with thereunder. 
If such an article is chargeable under more than one Group the higher or 
highest rate appropriate will apply. Accordingly, the highest rate (now 75 
per cent.) continues to be chargeable on articles of the above description if 
they are primarily figures (Group 25), or are made wholly or partly of 
precious metal (Group 27) or of precious material, etc. (Group 28), or if 
they are imitation jewellery incorporating stones, beads or pearls (Group 26). 

The following are examples of articles previously chargeable at 100 per 
cent. which become chargeable at 50 per cent. or 25 per cent. :— 

Pottery ashtrays mounted with statuettes ... 50 per cent. (Group 22). 

Plastic hair slides incorporating representa- 

tions of e.g. flowers or birds pee ... 25 per cent. (Group 4).

D Relief on Furniture 


TO REMOVE any misunderstanding which may have arisen the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise wish to make it clear that, for 
the purpose of calculating D relief on furniture, the ‘“ wholly enclosed 
storage space”’ of an article containing drawers is not regarded as 
extending to the ‘‘ dead ”’ space between the drawers and the back of 
the article. 

Notice No. 78E at page 7 should be noted accordingly. 


Import of Flower Bulbs, Corms 
and Tubers 


OTICE to Importers No. 524, announced arrangements for the 
import of flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding dahlia tubers) 
from Holland, France and Belgium for the six months ending June 30, 
1953 (see Board of Trade Journal on November 15, 1952, page 935). 
Arrangements for imports in the period July 1, 1953 to June 30, 1954, 
have now been made and are given in Notice to Importers No. 553, 
reproduced below. Importers should note particularly that the quota 
period will cover twelve months and allocations will not be issued for 
two separate six-monthly periods. 


Imports from Holland 


The Dutch authorities have agreed to continue the procedure 
under which they limit their exports of flower bulbs, corms and 
tubers (excluding dahlia tubers) to the United Kingdom to an agreed 
figure. For the period July 1, 1953 to June 30, 1954 this figure will 
be £2,606,000 ex-warehouse, but including cost of packing. — There 
is thus no need for import quotas to be fixed by the United Kingdom 
authorities and flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding dahlia 
tubers) from Holland will remain on Open General Licence as at 
present. Import licences will not be required. : 

The arrangements whereby the Dutch authorities issued the 
allocations to United Kingdom importers will be continued. Alloca- 
tions for the period July 1, 1953 to June 30, 1954 will be calculated 
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on a basis of 98-5 per cent. of imports frorn Holland on invoices dated 
between July 1, 1952 and April 30, 1953. 

United Kingdom importers receiving allocations will be free to 
place their orders with the Dutch suppliers of their choice. Importers 
will be notified of their allocations by the Dutch authorities before the 
end of May 1953 ; if orders have not been placed by March 1, 1954 
entitlements will lapse and will be re-allocated. As before, some 
provision will be made for new importers where special hardship 
can be shown, and for other cases of special hardship, under the 
supervision of the Joint Committee of Bulb Importers and Exporters, 
which has been set up with the assistance of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, and which will also investigate any complaints, and 
make any necessary adjustments in allocations. 

Claims of hardship arising out of these arrangements and new 
applications by intending new importers must be lodged in duplicate 
with the Joint Committee at 45 Bedford Square, London, W.C.1, 
by June 15, 1953. 


Imports from France and Belgium 


Import licences will be required for imports from France and 
Belgium. Quotas for the import of bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding 
dahlia tubers) from France and Belgium in the period July 1, 1953 to 
June 30, 1954, have been fixed as follows :— 
£52,000 c.i.f. 
£45,000 c.i.f. 


Importers are invited to apply on Form I.L.B./A (Revised) for 
licences to import these goods from these countries during the period 
July 1, 1953 to June 30, 1954. Applications should be sent to the 
Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, 
London, S.W.1, and should arrive not later than May 5, 1953. 
Separate applications should be submitted for each country. 

Applicants should send with each application form a statement, 
certified by an independent practising accountant, of the value of 
their imports from France and Belgium in the period July 1, 1951 to 
June 30, 1952; imports from each country should be shown 
separately. ‘The value should be expressed in pounds sterling c.i.f. 
and only those imports which were paid for directly by the applicant 
to the overseas supplier should be included. Thus the statement 
should be in the following form :—

bulbs, corms and tubers (other than dahlia tubers) to the value 
OF Bassivsvccgatenns cif. from (insert name of 
country).

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Imports of Sugar Fat Mixtures from 
the Irish Republic 


NOTICE to Importers No. 535 (see Board of Trade Journal on 

January 3, page 9), sets out the licensing arrangements for the first 
half of 1953 for sugar products from the Scheduled Territories which 
included sugar fat mixtures from the Irish Republic. 


2. The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers Ne. 
552, the licensing arrangements for the imports of sugar fat mixtures 
from the Irish Republic for the remainder of 1953, and invite separate 
applications from those who imported sugar fat mixtures from the 
Irish Republic in either or both of the periods referred to in paragraphs 
4-6 below. 


3. Applications for import licences should be made on Form 
I.L.B./A (Revised). Page 1 of the form should be completed but 
on page 2 only 4 (a) and 5 need be filled in, but the quantity as well 
as the value should be stated.

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Paper Production and Supplies in 1952 


OR THE first time since the end of the war, supplies of paper and 

board in 1952 were in excess of demand. Production was run- 

ning well below capacity in some cases and mill stocks of wood- 
pulp and waste paper at the end of the year were higher even than the 
good levels reached at the end of 1951. Demand, especially for 
paper and board for packaging, fell as a result of the lower level of 
industrial activity in 1952 and the rapid fall in the price of imported 
wood-pulp led buyers of paper and board to postpone purchases 
until the lower raw material prices had become reflected in the price 
of the finished products. 


Production of paper of all types in 1952 was about 15 per cent. 
lower than in 1951, but within this total newsprint production rose 
2 per cent. and other sorts fell by 20 per cent. Exports and retained 
imports emphasized this difference in demand, and the quantity of 
newsprint available for home consumption increased by 20 per cent. 














while the quantity of other paper available fell by over 25 per cent. 
The remaining price controls, on newsprint and mechanical printing, 
were removed in August. 


Production of board in 1952 was 13 per cent. lower than in the 
previous year and, with greatly reduced imports, the quantity avail- 
able for home consumption fell by almost 30 per cent. 


In January and February wood-pulp had to be used for making 
specific types of paper, but by May it was possible to relax these con- 
trols and allow the total wood-pulp available to be used for the manu- 
facture of any type of paper. Stocks nevertheless rose 74 per cent. 
during 1952. ‘The price of esparto remained high in relation to that 
of wood-pulp. The result was that consumption was reduced by over 
one-third from the 1951 rate to the lowest level since 1946. Stocks 
were further run down to the low level of 18,000 tons.

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Record Rayon Output in March 


ARCH saw the completion of recovery in the rayon industry from 

the recession of last year, with total output in the month, 36.3 
million Ibs., the highest ever recorded. The degree of recovery, 
however, was not quite the same for the two main types of product. 
Production of staple fibre in March was the highest ever achieved 
but production of continuous filament yarn at 19.1 million Ibs., 
though considerably higher than in February, was still below the 
figure of 20.2 million lbs. recorded in October 1951.

Total deliveries of continuous filament yarn in the first quarter of 
1953 were well above the level of the corresponding period of 1952, 
and slightly higher than the quarterly average for 1951.

weaving to 27 per cent. for industrial purposes and 37 per cent. for 
export.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY APRIL 16 


British Film Production Fund 


Asked what progress had been made towards securing voluntary 
agreement in the film industry for the continuance of the British 
Film Production Fund, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Peter Thorneycroft, replied that all the sections of the film industry 
concerned were aware of the statement he made in answer to Questions 
on March 10 ; and we must now allow them a reasonable period for 
discussion. 


Apples from Yugoslavia 


Our current trade arrangements with Yugoslavia permitted the 
import of up to £60,000 of apples during 1953, the President stated. 
These imports were additional to the announced global quota, which 
covered imports only from those Western European and other non- 
sterling countries from which, until November 1951, apples were 
imported under Open General Licence. 


Imports of Mining Machinery 

The President was asked what consultations had taken place between 
representatives of the National Coal Board and his department in 
regard to the granting of United Kingdom import licences for more 
than £500,000 of machinery and equipment which the National Coal 
Board had ordered in West Germany for the Kinneil new pit, West 
Lothian ; and what was now the policy of his department on the 
importation by nationalized undertakings of German-manufactured 
products. 

He replied that mining machinery could be imported from Western 
Germany under Open General Licence ; no separate import licences 
were, therefore, necessary in this case. No consultation on this 
matter between representatives of the National Coal Board and his 
Department were required and none had taken place. 

Our import licensing arrangements applied to private concerns 
and nationalized undertakings alike. 


Trade with Turkey 


The President stated that the Turkish Minister of Commerce 
recently suggested that Turkey would in future give preference over 
imports from the United Kingdom to imports from countries with 
which Turkey’s balance of trade was less unfavourable. He would 
regard any such action as inconsistent with Turkey’s obligations as a 
member of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation, 
and he was keeping a close watch on what was happening. 

The recent unofficial Turkish Trade Mission to this country made 
many contacts with private buyers as well as Government Depart- 
ments ; and he could not therefore make any comprehensive statement 
about what sales were made during or as a result of the Mission's 
visit. The Ministry of Food had discussions, however, with the 
Mission on various commodities, and had bought a further quantity 
of Turkish sultanas. 

He would emphasize again that sales of Turkish goods to this 
country must naturally depend largely on commercial considerations, 
particularly on quality and price. 


Imports and Exports in 1952 


The proportion of our total imports in 1952 which came from non- 
Commonwealth sterling countries was 4 per cent., and from non- 
sterling countries outside the dollar area 38 per cent., the President 
stated. 

The proportion of United Kingdom exports in 1952 which went 
to the sterling area was 49 per cent., and to non-sterling countries 
outside the dollar area 38 per cent. If re-exports were included 
these figures would be 47 and 39 respectively. 


MONDAY APRIL 20 


Softwood Licensing Scheme 

The Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, said that he under- 
stood that various estimates had in the past been made, by both the 
Government and the Timber trade, of the possible increase in soft- 
wood consumption and of the reduction in the use of other materials 
which might result from the abolition of the softwood licensing 





system. He had discussed this matter with representatives of the 
Timber Development Association, in consultation with whom his 
officials were now working on a fresh assessment in the light of to-day’s 
conditions and timber prices. 


Licences for Home-Grown Timber 


Sir Arthur Salter said that Departments responsible for issuing 
timber licences on his behalf had been instructed, where practicable, 
to make them available only for home-grown timber when these 
licences were granted to consumers in Scotland and Northern England. 
The detailed application of this scheme was under constant review 
with representatives of the Scottish home-grown and imported timber 
trades and the Scottish packing case manufacturers. In genera!, 
however, the aim was that homegrown softwood should be used 
instead of imported in the production of boxes and packing cases to 
the greatest possible extent. He added that the use of softwood in 
packing cases had now been extended and as he had just said special 
arrangements had been made to encourage the use of home timber 
from the devastated areas. It was of course true that a general removal 
of all consumption restrictions would further accelerate the disposal of 
the wind-blown timber. This would, however, inevitably result in a 
higher importation of softwood than was now taking place or than we 
could afford. He had no evidence of unemployment having arisen in 
the case-making industry since the Scottish gales as a result of the 
arrangements for timber licensing. 


TUESDAY APRIL 21 


Employment at Ayecliffe Trading Estate 


Asked what information he had regarding the redundancy of 
workmen with well-established firms on the Ayecliffe Trading Estate, 
near Darlington: and what were the causes for such redundancy, 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry Strauss, 
replied that he understood there had been a net fall of about 100 in the 
number employed on this Estate between November, 1952, and March 
1953. ‘The causes included import restrictions abroad and changes in 
the requirements of the Defence Programme. 

Mr. Strauss added that the rate of unemployment in the Darlington 
Exchange Area, which included Ayecliffe, was at present lower than 
that of Great Britain as a whole. The President was watching the 
position and would bear the claims of the Ayecliffe Trading Estate in 
mind in considering the location of any new industrial developments. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


The British Bath Manufacturers Association informed the Board 
of Trade that a consignment of imported cast-iron porcelain enamelled 
baths had been exposed for sale in contravention of the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 2 Order, 1928, made under the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926, Mr. Strauss stated. It was open to the 
Association, or to any person, to institute proceedings, and it was not 
a case in which, in the Board’s opinion, it would be appropriate for 
the Government to take action. 


Tourist Trade in Scotland 


Asked what was being done with a view to helping the tourist trade 
in Scotland by encouraging Scottish tourist agencies, the Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said that both the British 
Travel and Holidays Association and the Scottish Tourist Board, 
within their respective spheres, were concerned to encourage the 
tourist trade in Scotland, and were always ready to help and co- 
operate with other organizations with the same object in mind. 
He was sure both the British Travel and Holidays Association and the 
Scottish Tourist Board would consider most carefully any suggestions 
which the questioner might care to convey to them. 


Imports of Onions 

Mr. Mackeson said that the Board of Trade were not at present 
prepared to vary the arrangements for this year announced on January 
27 which provided for the restriction of imports of onions to 10,000 
tons from August 1 to 15 and for the prohibition of imports from 
August 16 to November 30. As already stated, however, these 
arrangements would be subject to review in the light of supplies 
available from home production.

BRITISH STANDARDS 
Domed Ends for Tanks and Pressure Vessels 


B.S. 1966 : 1953 “* Domed Ends for Tanks and Pressure Vessels ” 
has been prepared to meet a need to rationalize the large numbers 
of shapes and sizes of ends now being used ; an attempt has been 
made to standardize the sizes and shapes of ends most commonly 
used. It is fully appreciated, however, that there are numerous 
manufacturing dies in existence which will produce ends varying 
slightly in certain dimensions from those given in this standard and 
that these ends will continue to be used for some time to come, but 
it is strongly recommended that when new dies are produced they 
conform to the proportions specified in this standard. 

This standard has been based largely on mild steel ends, but many 
of the forms and proportions specified apply to ends made from 
other materials. 

It specifies the boundary dimensions of three types of dished and 
flanged, pressed or spun ends commonly used as end closures of 
pressure vessels, tanks and similar equipment. 

Tolerances are given for circularity, thickness, and profile, together 
with tables of dimensions in respect of inside or outside diameters, 
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depth of dishing, dishing radius, knuckle radius and lengths of straight 
flange. Price 2s. 6d. 


Tools for Soldered Socket-Spigot Joints for Lead and Lead 
Alloy Pipes 


B.S. 1958 : 1953 is a Standard for tools for soldered socket-spigot 
joints for lead and lead alloy pipes. This type of joint is now being 
accepted by water authorities and other bodies, as many years 
practical experience have shown it to be a satisfactory alternative to 
the wiped soldered joint. It is intended for straight joints in lead 
or lead alloy piping and for jointing lead to suitable non-ferrous metals 
up to 1} in. internal diameter. 

The soldered socket-spigot joint is a particular form of joint which 
requires special, although simple, tools for the shaping of the pipe 
mouth. Past experience has shown that tools defined to certain 
limits enable the plumber using normal skill to produce such joints 
of a consistently satisfactory form. The fear has been expressed 
that plumbers may be tempted to improvise their own tools with a 
subsequent risk of the soldered socket-spigot jointing method being 
degraded, and the use of a British Standard which defines the tools 
that should be used, will provide a useful means of control.

Seamless, Steel Butt-Welding Pipe Fittings 


B.S. 1965 : 1953 relates to butt-welding fittings for general purposes. 
The range of fittings and the range of sizes of fittings covered by this 
standard have been chosen to meet existing demands, and fittings to 
suit Classes B and C tube thicknesses to B.S. 1387 have been included. 

It applies to seamless (forged) carbon steel butt-welding pipe 
fittings for general purposes.

Dimensions of Sprockets for 35 mm. Cinematograph 
Projectors 


B.S. 1967: 1953 specifies dimensions of 35 mm. cinematograph 
projector sprockets and has been prepared in response to a request 
from the Incorporated Association of Kinematograph Manufacturers. 

It relates to 16-tooth intermittent sprockets and to 16-tooth, 24- 
tooth, and 32-tooth feed and hold-back sprockets.

Direct-reading Storage Pressure Gauges for Aircraft 


B.S. G.144: 1953, “ Direct reading storage pressure gauges for 
aircraft,”’ specifies the requirements for gauges for measuring the 
storage pressure in hydraulic and pneumatic systems and in brake 
pressure reservoirs in aircraft for scale ranges of 100 16/sq. in. and 
above. ‘The standard does not apply to storage pressure gauges for 
use with aircraft oxygen systems.

The E.E.S. is, roughly speaking, the American counterpart of the 
British N.A.A.F.I. Its primary function is to provide goods and 
services to members of the American armed forces and their depen- 
dents ; its secondary objective is to provide, out of its profits, funds 
for the welfare activities of the United States armed forces. Beyond 
making a limited profit for this purpose, the E.E.S. is not a profit- 
making organization, but aims at supplying the best possible goods 
and services at the lowest possible prices. In all other respects the 
European Exchange System operates on normal business lines like 
any large scale commercial organization. It is, indeed, very com- 
parable in size and methods to an extremely large department or 
specialty store chain in the United States. In addition, E.E.S. 
operates a chain of snack bars and cafeterias, garages, laundry and 
dry-cleaning plants, photo-finishing, watch and radio repair and other 
miscellaneous services. 


Extent of Market 


The size of the business of the E.E.S in Germany and the extent of 
the market for United Kingdom goods which it offers are indicated 
by the fact that in a recent twelve-month period it is estimated that 
total purchases of goods for retail sale approximated one hundred and 
fifty million dollars, Of this nearly one-quarter represented pur- 
chases outside the United States, of which the United Kingdom share 
was nearly one third. 

The E.E.S. makes it a rule to deal direct with manufacturers or 
producers to eliminate unnecessary charges.

Denmark and Iceland 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Copenhagen reports that a 
Protocol to the Agreement signed between Iceland and Denmark on 


June 4, 1948 about the exchange of goods between these two countries, 


was signed at Reykjavik on March 14, 1953, regulating trade between 
the two countries from March 15, 1953 to March 14, 1954. 

The Danish Government will permit the import from Iceland of 
canned fish goods to the value of Kr. 200,000 and of other Icelandic 
products to the traditional extent. 

The Icelandic Government will, in so far as the foreign currency 
position of Iceland makes it possible, permit traditional imports of 
Danish goods into Iceland. 

The Icelandic Government will issue export licences to Denmark 
before September 15, for 10 per cent. of the fixed quantity of the 
summer production of herring flour for exportation in 1953, and before 
the expiry of this Protocol for 2 per cent. of the fixed quantity of 
winter produced herring flour for export in 1953/54. 


Export licences will be issued to Denmark up to September 15, for | 


74 per cent. of herring oil produced in the summer of 1953 and, until 
the expiry of this Protocol, for 15 per cent. of the herring oil produced 
in the winter of 1953/54. 


Finland and Norway 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Oslo has reported that a trade 
agreement between Finland and Norway covering the period 
November 1, 1952—October 31, 1953 was signed in Oslo on March 11. 
This agreement provides for the exchange of goods valued at 37-5 
million Norwegian Kroner (about £1,875,000 in each direction). 

Norwegian exports to Finland will include fish, fish meal and oil, 
fatty acids, nitrate of lime chemical products, titanium and other 
pigments, sulphur iron ore, machinery and apparatus, works of iron, 
steel and non-ferrous metals, and miscellaneous goods. Finnish 
exports to Norway will include wood and wood products paper 
china and faience, electrical machinery, apparatus and equipment, 
sports goods, and miscellaneous goods.

Separate Invoicing of Packaging 
Materials for Canada 


UP TO now firms sending goods to Canada have been able to invoice 
their packing materials separately under item 710 (b) of the 


Canadian Customs Tariff (thereby enjoying free entry) even if they | 


did not charge separately for the packing of goods sold on the home 


market. They will no longer be able to do so in view of the ruling | 
issued by the Department of National Revenue on March 30, 1953 | 


(Series D No. 50 TD & R-115) which reads as follows :— 


“The value of any coverings, inside or outside packing, container or | 
holder as defined in paragraph 710 (f) used in home market trade (not | 


including coverings as provided for in paragraph (e)) containing goods subject 


to any ad valorem duty, and any item of cost pertaining to placing the goods | 
therein, shall be included with the value of the goods for duty purposes | 


where such goods are sold and invoiced for home consumption in the country 
of export at a unit price inclusive of the value of the container and packing 
cost. Where the value of the goods, and coverings and packing as mentioned 
above, are segregated and charged for separately as such on invoices covering 


home market sales, entry of such coverings, etc., may be allowed under | 


tariff item 710 (b). 


“Export packing and costs pertaining thereto (over and above that as | 


used for domestic sale) when shown separately as such in the selling price 


column on Customs invoices may be rated for duty purposes under item | 


710(b). 


Where the value of the export packing is included but not segre- | 


gated as such in the selling price, no deduction of an assumed value may be | 


made for entry under this item.”

THERE is no general Customs Tariff in Aden, but certain taxes and 
duties are levied in the way of excise duties. 


The Tobacco Tax (Amendment) Ordinance, 1953, provides for the
